U.S. Vows Full Probe of Marines

Video of purported 
desecration threatens 
Taliban peace talks 

Washington 

The Obama administration Thurs- 
day strongly condemned a viral 
video that depicts four Marines 
desecrating corpses, as U.S. offi- 
cials tried to prevent a popular 
backlash in Afghanistan and fore- 
stall damage to nascent peace talks 
with the Taliban. 

As the purported images of 
Marines urinating on three blood- 
ied bodies circulated around the 
globe, Defense Secretary Leon E. 
Panetta denounced the video as 
“utterly deplorable” and called 
Afghan President Hamid Karzai 
to assure him the incident would 
be thoroughly investigated. 

Secretary of State Hillary Rod- 
ham Clinton expressed “total dis- 
may” at the behavior by Marines. 
Army Gen. Martin E. Dempsey, 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
said the actions “erode the reputa- 
tion of our joint force.” 

Pentagon officials said they were

A 76 -year-old great-grandfather 
who gives eye-glazing speeches on 
monetary policy, displays a crotch- 
ety streak and disappears from 
the Republican campaign trail for 
days at a time to rest is captivating 
young voters. 

Texas Rep. Ron Paul’s libertarian 
message of less government, person- 
al liberty and ending U.S. military 
involvement overseas clicks with 
young people, who are supplying 
zest for his stronger-than-expect- 
ed presidential campaign. Nearly 
half of all voters under 30 went for 
Paul in the first two states to vote, 
helping to propel him to a second- 
place finish in the New Hampshire 
primary and third place in Iowa’s 


leadoff caucuses. Why would young 
people gravitate to the oldest guy 
in the field? 

“Freedom is a young idea,” 
says Eddie Clearwater, a 22-year- 
old Des Moines photographer who 
attended a Ron Paul party in Anke- 
ny, Iowa, earlier this month. “All of 
his policies are such a good, radical 
change. It’s what we need.” 

Paul’s campaign events are 
charged with an energy that any 
politician would love, attracting 
an eclectic band of youthful activ- 


ists. Paul’s critics sometimes poke 
fun at his popularity with that age 
group, suggesting they are mainly 
attracted to his anti-war message 
and support for liberalizing drug 
laws, which are both far outside the 
Republican mainstream. 

But the stereotypes belie the 
reality facing young people. Paul’s 
young supporters say they fear a 
bleak future of joblessness, steep 
college loan payments, pandering 
politicians and a government made 
sluggish by debt, beth fouhy (ap)

India Scores Victory Over Polio 


One full year passes 
with no new cases of 
the crippling disease 


Merut, India 

On Friday, India is set to reach a 
major milestone in the global battle 
against polio, recording a full year 
without a single case of the virus in 
the country that was long its epicen- 
ter and its biggest exporter. 

It is a massive global public 
health achievement that has defied 
the odds and confounded the skep- 
tics, a victory — reached with U.S. 
financial support and expertise — 
that will see India removed forev- 
er from the list of just four coun- 
tries where the crippling disease 
remains endemic. The other three 
countries are Afghanistan, Paki- 
stan and Nigeria. 

The feat raises the very real 
chance that polio, like smallpox, 
could one day be consigned to his- 
tory. Until 1995, India recorded 
between 50,000 and 150,000 cases 
of polio each year. In 2009, 14 years 
into India’s campaign to eradicate 
polio, 741 Indian children still con- 
tracted the incurable disease, more 
than an 3 Awhere else in the world, and

Backstory 

When the World Health Organization launched the global campaign to 
eradicate polio in 1988, the virus was paralyzing 1,000 children around the world 
every day, nearly half of them in India. But it took seven years before India’s gov- 
ernment mustered the political will, resources and manpower to act. And even 
when India finally began its first mass vaccination campaign in 1995, the hurdles 
seemed almost insurmountable, especially in the desperately poor, astonish- 
ingly overcrowded plains of northern India, where illiteracy was rife; malnutri- 
tion and disease rampant; and hygiene and public sanitation terribly inadequate. 
To make matters worse, rumors spread through the massive Muslim population 
of the region that the vaccination campaign was an American conspiracy to wipe 
them out, by making their sons impotent and their daughters infertile, (twp)

morale was sagging. In 2010, that 
number had fallen to 42. In 2011, it 
fell to just a single case. 

In about a month, barring any 
last-minute shocks from tests 
already under way, the Independent 
Monitoring Board, a panel of global 
polio experts, is expected to remove 
India from the list of polio-endemic 
countries. It will take another two 
years to declare it completely free 
of the virus, but even a setback now 
would not derail the program. 

Anuradha Gupta, a joint sec- 
retary in India’s health ministry, 
said the mood was now one of 
hope, optimism and enthusiasm, 
but not smugness, given the risks 
the disease could still find a way 
back from abroad. “We needed this 
kind of success to keep morale up 
and to enhance public confidence 
in the program,” she said. “We do 
now feel it is possible, it is doable.”

Iran Gives OK for U.N. Nuclear Team to Visit Tehran 


Vienna 

A senior U.N. nuclear team will visit 
Tehran on Jan. 28, with Iran saying 
it is ready after years of refusing 
to discuss allegations that it was 
involved in secret nuclear weapons 
work, diplomats said Thursday. 

Diplomats have previously said 
that International Atomic Energy 
Agency officials were discussing 
such a trip with their Iranian coun- 
terparts. But before the diplomats’ 


comments Thursday, no date — or 
indication that Iran was ready to 
talk about the allegations — had 
been mentioned. For more than 
three years, Tehran has blocked 
IAEA attempts to follow up on 
intelligence alleging covert Irani- 
an work on nuclear arms. 

Beyond the dispute over the 
country’s nuclear intentions, Iran 
sees possible U.S. complicity in a 
series of assassinations of its nucle- 
ar experts — the latest on Wednes-

Rest of a Quest 

You know how riding Metro sometimes takes a little 
longer than planned? Em Hall does. The 32-year- 
old Washingtonian set out to visit every Metro 
station and ride every Metrobus route in a year for 
her blog, Metro-Venture. It's been two years since 
her quest began, but, finally, the end is in sight. 


With fewer than 10 stations left to 
hit and enough bus rides under her 
belt that she’s worried there’s just 
not much more to say. Hall’s look- 
ing to wrap it up by the end of Feb- 
ruary. The delay, she admits, was 
her own fault. The map didn’t seem 
so daunting, and she’s an adventur- 
ous gal who’s willing to go out of 
her way to explore new neighbor- 
hoods. What she hadn’t factored 
in was that it would be much eas- 
ier to get around downtown than 
to trek to all of the Maryland and 
Virginia suburbs. 

Although she won’t be updat- 
ing the blog anymore, it won’t com- 
pletely disappear. Hall figures her 
entries — which typically include 
a description of where the station 
or route is (or goes), who’s there, 
what’s nearby and a sense of the 
general vibe — will still be useful 


to readers, and she plans to update 
the site when the Silver Line and 
streetcars debut. 

And what certainly won’t go 
away is her appreciation for Wash- 
ington and its transit system. “I 
think about the city totally differ- 
ently now and about how things 
are connected,” she says. “Some 
folks know one way to get some- 
where. I have at least two or three 
other routes I can take.” Her ency- 
clopedic knowledge of the bus net- 
work combined with the Next Bus 
app means Hall can hop around 
to get absolutely anywhere. Her 
record: 10 rides in a day. 

Along the way, she’s studied 
patterns of rider behavior. “People 
in Arlington queue up for buses. I 
don’t know why,” says Hall, who’s 
noticed this at the Pentagon and 
along the Columbia Pike corridor 


but nowhere else in the region. 
Riders on the express bus routes 
tend to be the least talkative. For 
a good conversation, she suggests 
opting instead for a route with a 
lot of older riders on a weekend. 

Searching for bad 
etiquette? You won’t 
have to look hard. 
“There are always 
people who won’t 
get up for pregnant 
women or old peo- 
ple,” she says. 

Hall, the market- 
ing manager at Zip- 
car in D.C., has kept her SmarTrip 
bill lower than you might expect 
with her scheduling strategy — 
trains on weekends and evenings, 
buses at peak fare times. “I have a 
ridiculous number of bus stop Four 
Square mayorships, though,” she 
says. “And I’ve spent way too much 
time running after things.” 

She’s never gotten lost or felt 
like she’s been in any danger. And 
despite having to walk up a few bro- 
ken escalators and to wait for way 
too long at certain bus stops. Hall’s 
still a transit fan. “I’d pick Metro 
over any other form of transpor- 
tation,” she says. 

So even though her Metro-Ven- 
ture is almost over, her journey 
continues. 


Take Routes 

Part of Hall’s not-so-hidden agenda 
with the blog (Emilyhaha.com) was 
to promote bus riding. Here are 
three routes she recommends. 
w H2, 3, 4-Crosstown Line. The route 
connects the two sides of the Red 
Line by heading between Brookland 
and Tenleytown. It’s like the Purple 
Line, but in the city. 
w 80-North Capitol Street Line. “I 
have a love-hate relationship with 
the 80," Hall says. But she knows 
she’ll always have an adventure 
somewhere between Fort Totten 
and the Kennedy Center. 
w 60,64-Fort Totten-Petworth Line. 
This bus takes 11th Street through 
town, which was a pleasant surprise 
for Hall. “There are amazing circles 
up there that have these scenic 
parks," she says. 
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Gray: NPS Should 
Remove Occupiers 


D.C. cites health risks 
as reason to clean up 
McPherson Square 

Washington 

Mayor Vincent C. Gray called on the 
National Park Service on Thursday to 
remove protesters from McPherson 
Square to “allow for elimination of 
the rat infestation, cleanup, and res- 
toration” of the downtown park. 

In a letter to Park Service Direc- 
tor Jonathan B. Jarvis, Gray sug- 
gests moving the McPherson pro- 
testers to a separate encampment 
at Freedom Plaza. 

The letter was accompanied 
by a memorandum from the city’s 


health director reporting that both 
encampments are at risk for out- 
breaks of “communicable dis- 
ease, hypothermia or food borne 
illness.” 

Mohammed N. Akhter report- 
ed that the city “must now reas- 
sess and take steps to protect the 
health and safety of the demon- 
strators, as well as District resi- 
dents and visitors.” The memo fol- 
lowed several dozen visits to the 
encampments. 

The McPherson Square site, 
Akhter said, “has some serious 
concerns that should be addressed 
immediately.”

D.C. Planning Stricter 
Food Truck Regulations 


Washington 

Kristi Whitfield, proprietor of Curb- 
side Cupcakes and executive direc- 
tor of the D.C. Food Truck Associa- 
tion, said she was told this week by 
the D.C. police department’s lead 
vending enforcement officer that 
“heightened enforcement” of the 
city’s vending laws “are going to be 
a top priority” starting Friday. 

“The question is, why?” she said. 
“We know new regulations have 
been written. Why is MPD being 
directed to enforce something this 
administration has already deemed 
to be irrelevant?” 

The current vending rules are 
aimed at ice-cream trucks and the 
like, and prevent mobile food busi- 
nesses from remaining in one loca- 
tion for a period of time without a line 
of customers present. The new regu- 
lations would likely change that. 


Backstory 

The story behind this is ongoing 
uncertainty about tbe regulation 
of food trucks, wbicb are underfire 
from tbe brick-and-mortar restau- 
rants they compete with.

Lessons From Air Florida 


A fatal plane crash 
in D.C. 30 years ago 
ushered in a new 
era of flight safety 

Washington 

This month and next, more than 2,600 
jetliners will thunder down the same 
runway by the Potomac bound for the 
balmy Florida sunshine. 

If you are on board one of them, 
escaping Washington in winter, take 
heart that your departure is far safer 
than it would have been 30 years ago 
Friday, when a combination of blun- 
ders catapulted a plane from that run- 
way into the 14th Street Bridge. 

The indelible chronicle of that 
snowy late afternoon began even as 
Air Florida Flight 90 sank into the 
Potomac River. A TV crew that had 
been stuck in traffic jumped out to 
film the horror and the heroism for 
which the day is remembered. 

The four people trapped by bridge 
traffic who died in their cars. The 74 
people — three of them infants — killed 
in the crash. The survivor, Arland D. 
Williams Jr., who helped others escape 
the water, only to be sucked under him- 
self. And the bystander, Lenny Skut- 
nik, who dove into the freezing water 
to save a drowning woman. Five peo- 
ple aboard the plane survived. 

People who were touched by that 
day or caught up in its magnitude will 
remember most of that. Thirty years 
after the fact, the 2.5 million people 
who take off from Reagan National 
Airport this winter will do so in the 
belief that the history of Jan. 13, 1982, 
can’t be repeated. 

Experts say they’re right. 

The lessons of that day and advanc- 
es in training and technology over 
three decades have contributed to the 
safest era in aviation history. Though 
the skies are not risk-free, there hasn’t 
been a U.S. airline crash that killed 
more than 50 people since 2001. 

National Transportation Safety 
Board investigators blamed the Flight 


Learning

Thirty years ago, 
Flight 90 was de- 
iced haphazard- 
ly, the NTSB re- 
port says.

90 crash on a cockpit crew that didn’t 
use engine de-icing while awaiting 
takeoff and then relied on clearly dubi- 
ous readings from instrument sensors 
that were clogged with ice. 

They said that although the cap- 
tain, Larry Wheaton, and co-pilot, 
Roger Alan Pettit, were cockpit vet- 
erans, they didn’t have much experi- 
ence with winter weather. And they 
said the plane sat on the taxiway too 
long, being pelted by snow and ice that 
fouled the critical leading edge of the 
wings as they hurtled down a runway 
that ended at the Potomac. 

Pilot Error 

Thirty years later, few of the 26,000 
passengers who take off from Nation- 
al every day remember the details of 
the Flight 90 crash. But the people 
flying their planes do. 

“Within the air crew world, this 
is a well-known accident,” said Jim 
Hookey, the resident expert on jet 
engines at the NTSB. 

It was not the weight of the ice. 


The transcript 

The captain of a plane that taxied past as 
Flight 90 readied for takeoff commented 
to his crew, “Look at the junk on that 
airplane." Later he recalled: “Almost the 
entire length of the fuselage had a mot- 
tled area of snow and what appeared to 
be ice ... along the top and upper side of 
the fuselage above the passenger cabin 
windows." (twp) 

Conversation from the cockpit as Air 
Florida begins takeoff: 

CO-PILOT WATCHING INSTRUMENTS: 

“God, look at that thing. That don't seem 
right, does it? Uh, that’s not right." 

PILOT: “Yes it is, there’s 80." 

CO-PILOT: “Naw, I don’t think that’s right. 
Ah, maybe it is."

PILOT: “Come on forward ... forward, just 
barely climb. ...

or the wait to take off, or the slush on 
the runway that caused the plane to 
crash. For reasons no one will ever 
know, two pilots failed to turn on 
heating systems that keep the idling 
jet engines warm. 

Without that heat, something — 
almost certainly ice — clogged engine 
openings that are essential to deter- 
mining how much thrust those engines 
are generating. 

As a result, the cockpit instruments 
told the pilots the engines were gener- 
ating far more power than they real- 
ly were. Because of those bad read- 
ings, when the plane failed to gain 
altitude, the pilots didn’t realize that 
throwing the throttle open would give 
them more lift. 

That lesson, he said, has been 
learned throughout the industry. 

“Crews now are not hesitant to jam 
the throttle to save the plane,” Hook- 
ey said. “There’s probably been a lot of 
airplanes that have been saved because 
of the errors that these guys made.”

But something was missing. “No 
assists,” the coach said. 

Stoglin, a sophomore guard, is 
the ACC’s leading scorer, perhaps 
Maryland’s most talented player, but 
also the one who keeps the coach 
up at night, wondering wheth- 
er he’s getting through to him. 
He implores Stoglin to share the 
ball; to rein in his penchant for 
wild, ill-advised shots; and, for 
the love of James Naismith, to get 
back on defense. 

It goes beyond the court, too.

It was Stoglin’s penance 
for some unrevealed misstep unre- 
lated to basketball. Stoglin entered 
the game barely two minutes after 
the opening tip. 

“I’m trying to make Terrell 


a man,” Turgeon said. “His par- 
ents are on board with it. There’s 
responsibilities outside of basket- 
ball that you have to do. We’ll see 
if it helps him. Nothing major. Just 
need the kid to grow up.” 

As a freshman, Stoglin thought 
then-coach Gary Williams was a 


taskmaster. Then came Turgeon. 

“Coach Williams was on me a lot, 
but coach Turgeon seems to be on top 
of me about everything,” said Stoglin, 
who is likely to be back in the start- 
ing lineup for Sunda 3 A’s game against 
Georgia Tech. “I don’t say anything 
back. I just learn from it.”

Turgeon’s frustrations with the 
sophomore’s untethered play are 
tempered by the realization that 
sometimes he just has to let the 
kid play.

When Dennis Wideman’s phone 
rang Thursday afternoon and 
he saw it was General Manager 
George McPhee calling, the defen- 
seman’s first thought wasn’t that 
he had been named to the NHL’s 
All-Star roster for the first time in 
his career. 

Far from it. Wideman assumed 
he had been traded. “I was pretty 
surprised,” Wideman said. “I got 
the call from George and think you 
guys all know — you’ve talked to 
George — he’s pretty even-keeled. 
When he called me, I was, like, ‘Oh, 
man, where am I going now?”’

Wideman is ranked fifth among 
NHL defensemen in scoring with 29 
points (eight goals, 21 assists) in a 
season that began with the 28-year- 
old being uncertain about how his 
body would fare after he saw last year 
cut short with a leg hematoma. 

He’ll be joined at the marquee 
event by Alex Ovechkin, who was 
also a bit of a surprising selection. 
It has not been an ideal first half of 
the season for Ovechkin, who has 
17 goals and 16 assists, and his 33 
points rank him 48th in the league 
in scoring, but as some of the star 
left wing’s teammates acknowl- 
edged on Thursday, it’s not real- 
ly an All-Star game without his 


presence. This Capitals star has 
earned the honor in each of his 
five NHL seasons. 

Through the first half of the sea- 
son, Backstrom has been Wash- 
ington’s most consistent and best 
player, as well as the team’s lead- 
ing scorer, with 42 points (13 goals, 
29 assists).

Film 

Angelina Jolie, who makes her 
directorial debut with “In the Land 
of Blood and Honey,” has no time 
for mean people on her set. “We 
chose [Dean Selmer as] the direc- 
tor of photography, who happens 
to be one of the most talented DPs, 
but also one of the nicest people,” 
Jolie says. “Every time the cast- 
ing agent would call me from Lon- 
don and say, WeVe met six actors,’ 
I’d say. Who was nice?”’ It was a 
deliberate choice. The film, which 
is about the Bosnian war that ran 
from 1992 to 1995, includes a num- 
ber of emotionally brutal scenes— 
some of which depicted events

close to what the actors them- 
selves survived. 

“These are the people that we’re 
talking about,” Jolie says. “These 
people are going to have to re-cre- 
ate such a violent part of their his- 
tory that if they are not of good 
hearts and able to be kind to each 
other, and if this crew is not sen- 
sitive to that, then it’s not going 
to work.” 

The film mainly takes place in 
a Serbian rape camp, where Ajla, 
a Muslim, (Zana Marjanovic) 
reconnects with Danijel (Goran 
Kostic), a man she dated before 
the war who is now the Serbian 
commander of the camp. Danijel 
keeps Ajla as his personal painter, 
but whether she’s his prisoner or 
his girlfriend isn’t clear — even to 
Ajla herself The depiction of the 
camp and the crimes that occur 
there are among the most chill- 
ing in modern film. 


Jolie’s charitable work is already 
well-known; she’s a goodwill 
ambassador for the United Nations 
and often concentrates her efforts 
on issues facing the world’s women. 
But making “In the Land of Blood 
and Honey” wasn’t a political state- 
ment on her part. “It was just a way 
for me to express a lot of the issues 
and themes — violence against 
women, lack of intervention — and 
it was also a way for me to learn 
more about a part of the world I 
felt a responsibility to learn more 
about,” she says. 

The film started, she says, as 
her “education” and eventually 
blossomed into the feature, which 
she also wrote. Having such con- 
trol was a new experience: “As an 
actor, it’s always somebody else’s 
words; it’s somebody else’s direc- 
tion. Out of anything I’ve done, 
this is the most true to who I am.”

Film Review 

Can a performance be too good? 

Meryl Streep disappears so 
uncannily into former British Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher in “The 
Iron Lady” that her performance 
overpowers the movie it’s in — a 
perfectly executed triple axel that 
renders everything else just fea- 
tureless ice. 

The problem is that filmgoers 
who come to “The Iron Lady to see 
Streep in action will see only that: 
an actress at the top of her game, 
delivering a bravura performance 
— not a thoughtful, provocative por- 
trait of one of the most consequen- 
tial figures of the 20th century. 

That “The Iron Lady” fails on 
this count, of course, isn’t the fault 
of Streep but of director Phyllida 
Lloyd, who, with screenwriter Abi 
Morgan, has made a biopic that 
manages to be triumphalist and

^Contraband’ Loses Control 


Film Review 

“Contraband” is like an “Ocean’s 
Eleven” movie, minus the glam- 
our. Taut and suspenseful for the 
most part, the thriller substitutes 
a wily, working-class Mark Wahl- 
berg (as smuggler Chris Farraday) 
for George Clooney’s urbane con 
artist, Danny Ocean, and replaces 
the globe-trotting milieu of casinos 
and museums with a gritty, claus- 
trophobic freight ship. 

Watching it leaves you feeling 
less buzzed than jittery and slight- 
ly nauseated. If the “Ocean’s” mov- 
ies were martinis, “Contraband” is 
a thermos full of coffee. 

When we first meet Chris, he has 
left the smuggling game to raise a 
family and build a legitimate busi-

ness. But when his wife’s younger 
brother, Andy, winds up in hock to a 
volatile drug dealer (Giovanni Ribi- 
si), Chris is forced to take up his old 
ways to pay off Andy’s debt. 

Actually, it’s more to keep Andy 
from being shot in the head by Ribi- 
si’s Briggs. Playing against type, 
Ribisi makes for a compelling and 
unhinged villain.

THE DESCENDANTS (R, 115 minutes) 
George Clooney doesn’t put a foot wrong 
except on purpose in “The Descendants," 
a pitch-perfect movie that threads a tiny 
needle between comedy and devastating 
drama. Clooney’s Matt King is the wealthy 
descendant of Flawaiian royalty, who, as 
the movie opens, is watching his wife, 
Elizabeth, lie comatose in a hospital 
bed after suffering a near-fatal boating 
accident. A distant husband and father. 


Matt must find a way to bond with his 
daughters, 10-year-old Scottie (Amara 
Miller) and 17-year-old Alex (Shailene 
Woodley). “The Descendants" is an ode to 
emotional dissonance, wherein regretand 
antic humor can coexist and even share a 
drink; it’s a tricky tonal high-wire act that 
writer-director Alexander Payne pulls off 
with uncommon skill and aplomb, a.h. 
THE DEVIL INSIDE (R, 79 minutes) The 


terror begins in Anytown, U.S.A., where 
Maria Rossi brutally killed two priestsand 
a nun. Seems they were trying to evict 
a demon. Found not guilty by reason of 
insanity, Maria issentto an asylum near 
the Tiber. Twenty years later, Maria’s 
now-grown daughter, Isabella, travels to 
Rome to visit her mom.

SHERLOCK HOLMES: A GAME OF 
SHADOWS (PG-13, 129 minutes) Victori- 
ana buffs will not beamused bythisfilm, 
but it’s a modest improvement on bad-boy 
director Guy Ritchie’s first tweaking of 
Arthur Conan Doyle’s iconic detective. 
Not because it’s more subtle: This sequel 
is just as profligate as its 2009 predeces- 
sor, with explosions, anachronisms and 
quick cuts. But the dialogue is a little 
sharper, and Holmes gets a worthy op- 
ponent in Professor Moriarty, a diabolical 
mastermind who has begun a series of 
bombings and assassinations, hoping to 
spark a “world war."

Jude Law 
returns as Dr. Watson, Holmes’ famous 
sidekick. Holmes’ latest case nearly 
scrubs Watson’s wedding and ends the 
new couple’s honeymoon before it even 
begins. Holmes, the filmmakers wink, 
can’t bear to let Watson go. m.j. 
TINKER, TAILOR, SOLDIER, SPY (R, 
130 minutes) “Trust no one, Jim," the 
British spy chief known as Control says 
as the film opens. “Especially no one in 
the mainstream." With those tantalizing 
wordsofadvice— delivered by John Hurt 
— the game is deliciously afoot in Tomas 
Alfredson’s long-awaited adaptation of 
John le Carre’s Cold War-era spy novel. 
Jim Prideauxand his boss. Control, are 
both working for the British intelligence 
service, MI6, in 1973 as the film opens, 
when the Cold War is at its height and 
Control is certain that MI6 has been in- 
filtrated by a mole. Control sends Jim to 
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Hungary, where the events that transpire 
wiU have inevitable reverberations back in 
London, where veterans engage in silent- 
but-deadly bureaucratic knife fights, all 
the while being impassively observed by 
the masterfully reticent career spook 
George Smiley (Gary Oldman), a.h. 

WAR HORSE (PG-13, 146 minutes) Man’s 
inhumanity to man isexaminedthrough 
a boy’s mystical connection to a horse in 
“War Horse," Steven Spielberg’s stirring, 
expertly manipulative adaptation of Mi- 
chael Morpurgo’s 1982 novel (which has 
already been adapted for a hit Broadway 
play). The plucky steed is named Joey, a 
playful thoroughbred colt admired from 
a distance byan English farm boy named 
Albert (Jeremy irvine). When Albert’s 
father, Ted (Peter Mullan), unexpectedly 
buys Joey in a drunken impulse, the boy is 
overjoyed, training the horse to respond to

When Ted’s landlord, 
Lyons (David Thewlis), demands funds 
he’s due, it looks as if the family will have 
to sell Joey — until Albert persuades 
him to plow an entire rocky field, to the 
amazement of the onlookers who gather 
to witness thefeat. But Joey’s fate is far 
from secure: When World War i dawns, 
Ted does sell the horse, this time to the 
British forces. A.H. 

WE BOUGHT A ZOO (PG, 124 minutes) 
in “We Bought a Zoo," Matt Damon 
plays Benjamin Mee, a widower who’s 
been alone with his kids for six months 
when he decides to upend their lives 
and buy a broken-down zoo inSouthern 
California. Based on the real-life Mee’s 
actual memoir, “We Bought a Zoo" con- 
tains all the ingredients of a maudlin, 
treacly weeper (“Dozens of Marleys and 
Three Mees"). Happily, writer-director 
Cameron Crowe keepsthe most mawk- 


ish manipulations to a minimum in a 
movie that moves through its requisite 
stages — grief, acceptance, zany sight 
gags and healing — with smooth, en- 
tertaining efficiency. The title, by the 
way, is spoken twice by Mee’s 7-year-old 
daughter, Rosie, played by the beguil- 
ing Maggie Elizabeth Jones, whose 
scene-stealing cuteness proves to 
be one of the most likable things in a 


movie that’s all about being liked, a.h 
YOUNG ADULT (R, 94 minutes) Mavis 
Gary, played with perfect pitch by Charl- 
ize Theron, is a 37-year-old divorced 
writer facing the cancelation of her 
popular series of young adult novels. 
Lonely and depressed. Mavis shuffles 
around her apartment in sweatpants, 
swilling booze, eating fast food, watch- 
ing bad TV and having meaningless 


sex, all the while making insensitive 
comments about other people. The 
actress wholeheartedly embraces 
Mavis’ dark — and, let’s face it, some- 
what guy like — side with gusto, it’s a 
performance that’s as hard to look away 
from as it to watch, especially when 
Mavis decides to return to the Podunk 
where she grew up in order to brazenly 
seduce Buddy (PatrickWilson), the guy 


she dated in high school. Admittedly, 
there are some laughs here. Most come 
courtesy of Matt (Patton Oswalt), the 
overweight-geek former classmate of 
Mavis’ who improbably reconnects with 
herupon herarrivalin Mercury, Minn.M.o.

Aside from its more obvi- 
ous shortcomings (dull;
